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Dear Mr. Ybarra: 

You ask whether certain information is subject to required public disclosure under 
the Texas Open Records Act, chapter 552 of the Government Code. Your request was 
assigned ID# 27338. 

The Offtce of the Attorney General has received a request for records relating to the 
investigation of Humana Insurance Company. You have provided to the requestor certain 
records that are responsive to the request. You claim, among other things, that section 
552.111 of the Government Code excepts the remaining records from required public 
disclosure. 

Section 552.111 excepts from disclosure “an interagency or intraagency 
memorandum or letter that would not be available by law to a party in litigation with the 
agency.” This exception encompasses advice, opinion, and recommendation used in the 
policymaking process. Open Records Decision No. 615 (1993). 

We have examined the records submitted for our review and conclude that section 
552.111 applies in this instance. You may, therefore, withhold the records under section 
552.111. 

We are resolving this matter with an informal letter ruling rather than with a 
published open records decision. This ruling is limited to the particular records at issue
